WOMAN BUFFRAGE AND THE PRESS.
From the Cleveland Leador,

Whatever we may say or think in regard to
the propriety and (.(mh_illlllly of the woman
suffrage movement, it is fpossible for any
candid observer of the signs of the times to
avoid rexarking that it has become o praoti-
oal question of our present politics—that it
has passed the period of theory and specula-
tion and is already a live issue, While the
movement was led by ‘‘such n charlatan and
momntebank as George Fravcis Train,”—to
quote the language of his of-deeant co-worker,
Susan B .Anthony—and by the people of the
Revolution, who seemed to think that they
advanced the movement by abusing men
and fighting the fiftcenth amendment, the
public naturally concluded that the proposi-
tion was one undeserving any serious consi-
deration; bul when a national delegate con-
vention meots of the magnitude, dignity,
and importance of that which mssemblod lust
woek in this city—when such names as those
of George Willimm Ouartis, Henry Ward
Beocher, Willinm Lloyd Garrison, George F,
Hoar, Julin Ward Howe, Lydia Maria Child,
Grace Greenwood and T. W, Higginson are
added to those of the old leaders and workers
in this canse—and when a national associa.
tion is formed, resting upon a permanent
basia, with active auxiliary societies in every
State in the Union, we must conclude that the
reform bad reachod a stage when it is to be
carefully and practically considered, and
where overy thoughtful man and womnn, de-
girous of the good of the country and of man-
kind, must make up his or her mind upon it.
Aud wo are glad to discover, both in the com-
menta of the press and in the social inter-
change of thonght and of opinion, that the
pubject is no longer treated as a ehimera or a
gcunsation, but is bocoming recognized as one
of grave and immediate importance.

Among our Western papers it is noticeable
that there is a growing opinion to favor this
movement, The Indianapolis Journal, the
leading Republican daily of that city, de-
clares itself heartily in favor of the move-
ment. The Toledo Hade advocates it
warmly. 1t says that it does not *‘dread the
coming of the day when the wives and daugh-
ters of the free man of this land shall deposit
their ballots in favor of the measures and
movements they deem important for their
country’'s welfure. We sce no aevil results
likely to arise from their so doing. Women
take part in many religious, benevolent, and
other societies with men, and they lose no-
thing in character or moral worth in so doing.
Young men and women are educated in the
same schools and colleges, and institutions
allowing them to recite in the same olasses
are the best

governed and most pros.
erous of any in the land. The bar-
arous, superstitions, and corrupt ages

of convents and cloisters have happily
gone by. Experiments enongh have been
made to show that good and not evil comes
from allowing woman freedom to do all the
good her mind wills, or her hands can do.
A good woman will vote only for the persons
that she would be willing to hold up as ex-
amples to her sons and danghters. She will
vote only for measures that will tend to the
welfare of the idols of her heart and home,
There are bad principled and ignorant
women, it is true, but wa think on the whole
every really good eanse would gain substantial
aid?l"om their accession to political power.”
In such declarations, in the general respectful
tone with which the press treats the move-
ment, so diferent from the sneers at strong-
minded women, in which it was wont to in-
dulge, and in the general tone of disenssion
in regard to the subjoct among the peopls, it
is to be perceived that quite a new era in the
fliscussion of this question has arrived.

HOME COMPETITION THE REMEDY,.
Frow the Toledo Blade,

General Brinkerhoff, in his free trade loc-
ture, laid grent stress on the fact that we
were now paying more for our iron, salt, coal,
and various articles which enter into the arti-
cles wo make and use in this country, than we
should in case free trade was inaugurated. Tt
would have been well had the General stated
also that the effect of American manufactures
in the history of the past ferty-five years has
been to reduce largely the price of all articles
which we have undertaken to manufacture,
So long as England had & monopoly she made
all she could out of our necessities, Human
nature is just as selfish in Furope as it is in
Ameriea. European manufpcturers are not
working for pure benevolence. If, as General
Brinkerhofl alleges, our manufacturers are

taking advantage of high duties to
charge an exorbitant profit on their
B s they are doing no more

than Englishman ufacturers do in the absence
of competition. It may be, and donbtless is,
true that in many respects the details of our
tariff need revision, 'I'he duties on salt, coal,
paper, and & few other nrticles may with pro-

yrety be reduced. Bul that is not the point
in dispute between free-traders and the friends
of protection, The free-trader desires heavy
duties on the poor man's luxuries, tea, coffes,
and sugar, which we Jo not prodnce lnrgnl{.
and very light daties cn things that we dc
produee. We wounld pursue the opposite
oourse. We would see to it that onr own
household was properly provided and pro-
tected in their industry and the fraits of their
willing labor. Their interests are those of
the KEuropean ecapitalist and the American
importer. Ours are those of the manufac-
turers, operatives, and farmers of America,
against all combinations which oppress and
op true American interests,

6 desire not the oppression of the con-
sumer. If the tarifl’ needs revision, let it be
carefully revised in the interests of home in.
dustry first, baving at the same time duoe
regard to revenne and the intereslts of the
consumer. But the remedy, after all, for the
consumer is to mulliply home productions.
Lot capitalistsinvest in manufactures. If iron
or cloth manufactures arc making sugh exorbi-
tant profits, let home capital take pity on
American consumers and invest largelyin a
business which bears such good fruit. Let
us not kill the goose which lnys so many

olden eggs. And yet that is the folly which
ree-traders would have us commit.
Gendral Brinkerhoff asked, would it not be
& benefit if in Toledo we conld furnish
houses and clothing and furnilure and farm-
ing implements, at one-half the preaent cost ?
CottailSy, that wounld be desirable. We never
ohjeet to buying cheap or selling dear. But
what avails it to nwan if bread is onlya
penny a pound, if he cannut honestly get the
ponny wherewith to buy ¢ If we go to Eu-
rope for our low.priced goods, the Gengral
did mot tell us how wo were to make the
wouey to pay for thess things, And that is
the vitul point infthe whole controversy. We
contend for a diversifiedd home industry, the
various branches of which ghall be mutuall
helpful.  England Luys none of her agrionl-
tural cupplivs from v lyu. she can got from

the continent nearer home, nor would she if
free (rade were pormancntly established
unloss we oomld sell it for less than the werf
lnborers of Europe ean prodase it,.  We need
protection wore for the sake of ount {urmers
than for any other intercst, Wo are now
prosperons nader a system of protection; lot
s not bring bankmptey on our conntry and
distress to the poor by changes to envich the
importers of New York and (he aristocrats of
Eungland.

THE GERMANS AND THE DUTY
THE REPUBLICAN PARTY.
From the N, Y, Thmes,

The advice of the Stanfs-Zeitung to the
German volers of the Fonrth distriot is timely
and significant. It tells them plainly that the
Tammany candidate for the office of Civil
Judge in the Fourth district is wholly unfit
for thatl position, and that they ouglit to give
their support to the Republiean nominee,
who is worthy of their confidence. Thus the
breach betweon the (lerman Democrats and
Tammany widens, and it becomes more and
more evident that the former are withdrawing
in disgust from an alliance with political cor-
ruption.  There is every reason why the
whole body of German voters should partici-
pate in and act upon this feeling. That por-
tion of them who have been used by the ring
have submitted to it only at the expense of
their good repute, and they have not gained
the least advantage in return by recognition
in any shape.

The nomination of General Sigel showed
where that recognition might best bo sought;
The Republican party by that nomination
gave ovidence of it determination to respeot
the claims which so large a scction of our
fellow-citizens as the Cierman undoubtedly
Fmﬂesaea.- The large vole which was cast in
2is supporl proves, also, that the fact was
appreciated. The course of the Staats.Zoi-
tung with reference to the Fourth distriot is
a sufficient indication that it also is quite
aware of the light which has broken upon
the minds of its readers nud cannot nﬂ'un% to
disregard it. The same spread of opinion
adverse to the Democratio party may be
traced in the German press throughout the
country, and everywhere the domination of
that party over a closs of citizens who never
should hiave belonged to it seems to be draw-
ing to a close,

{ow it is for the Republiean party to re-
spond to these changes of opinion to the ut-
most of its power. The nnmber and influ-
ence and organization of tho German voters
entitle them to the fullest possible recogni.
tion. There ean be no sympathy betweon the
Democratie party, to which is due the cor-
ruptions by which the city is disgraced, and
the Germans, who are equally with others
fleeced and stigmatized. The purty which
by its disloyalty created our enormots na-
tional debt, is not that with which they oan
profitably afliliate. Dut it is the duty of Re.
publicans to enconrage their efforts to break
loose from it, and to invite them to nuite
their strength with the advoeates of law and
order and good govermmuent, How these
blessings are withbeld we see evory
day. The task of overcoming the tendenoy
to corraption in council  chambers, in
great corporations and on the beneh,is a very
diffienlt one, and voquives ell the forces which
ean be Dbrought together. The strength
which the Germaus bring to bear is of the
utmost importance, as they thomselves have
become aware, It ia éssential, therefore, that
a cordial union exist between them and the
Republican party, and that it imply not only
the most intimate mutoal confidence, buat a
participation by the Germans in the rewards
of party service which they are entitled to
agk. It i8 for onr leaders to see this, and to
profit by the knowledge, Whether the duy
be near or distant at which the honest citi-
zens of New York may be able to purify the
administration of their Government, it is cer-
tain that a chief means to that end is to hold
out the right hand of political fellowship to
our foreign-born voters, They have been de-
ceived and swindled long enough, and are
resolving to range themselves under a new
influence. If Republicans will act wisely
and welcome them, as they ought to be
welcomed, the power of the Demooracy in
this city may be nearer its end than has
been supposed.

THE NEW PEERS,
From the N, ¥, World.

It is understood that Mr. Gladstone is about
to strengthen himself in the House of Lords
by making ten new peers of the United King-
dom, and sending them to sit on the govern-
went side of the British Senate. This is a
very convenient method of securing votes;
the newly-made logislators will no doubt be
faithful to their creator, for a while at least,
and will support his measures for land reform
in Ireland, ete. Experience has shown, how-
ever, that when a Commoner is made into a
Lord he rapidly becomes conservative in his
views, and, although he may remain nomi-
nally a Liberal, his descendants are very apt
to be Tories. The gentlemen who are to be
clevated to the peernge are Mr. Edward El-
lice, M. P. for St, Andrews; Mr, T, Agar-
Robartes, of Cornwall, the representative,
through the female line, of the very ancient
fanily of Robartes, Earls of Raduor, which
became extinet in the male line in the eigh-
teenth contury, Mr. George Carr Glyn, who
is member for -‘"\llltfl(.‘nllllt)’, a partner in the
mercantile bouse of Glyn, Mills & Co., and
n very good liberal; Oolonel Greville-Nugent,
M. P, tor Longford; Mr, Christopher Talbot,
M. P. for Glumorganshive, whic{: county he
Lhas represented for thirty-nine years; Sir
Jolin Acton, whore mother was the only child
and heir of the Doke of Dalberg, and whose
wife i the Countess Arco-Valley of Austria;
Right Honorable J. Filzpatrick, M. P, and
Lord-Lieutenant of Queen's county, Ireland;
Lord Edward Géorge Howard, second son of
the thirtesnth Duke of Norfolk; the Barl of
Listowel, of the Irish peerage, and a decend-
ant of Richard Have; and the Earl of South-
esk, a Beotch peer, whose ancestor, the {ifth
Forl, was affaned in 1715, and who obtained
a reversnl of this attainder in 1855, This
family is n very ancient one, and their estates
of Camegie bhave been beld by them since
the _, time of David II of Hootland,
Three of these (en gentlomen are Roman
Cutholies, of high descent, two are bankers
and morchants, and three sre very large
lunded proprietors, It is a favorite assertion
in England that the Honse of Lordas, although
# body of lhereditary legislators, is really a
représentutive body of the whola nation.
There is one oluss, howaver, who cortainly
have no represeninlive in the British SBenate;
and My, Gladstone waght perhaps incrense
his number of new peors to a round doxen by
adding two representative men of the workiug
people—Mr. Thowass Connolly and M. Brad-
leigh, for instance. Their appearance as
peers of the realn would pmhu{. y ercate no
stich disturbance us that which followed the
swenring in of Lord Clincharlie—as related
by Vietor Hugo—and (hey bhave too much
sense to wake such an end as that somewhat
wonk-minded young man did, As to blood,
it is o pretty well asccrtained fuct that the
ropresentatives of géme of the most anocient
fumilies of the kingdom uare at present
